people, 20 more murders than England and Wales with 
their 38,000 people.

In the three-year period of 1916-1918, inclusive, Glas- 
irow, Scotland, had 38 homicides; Philadelphia, which UT 
only slightly larger, had 281. 
Liverpool and St. Louia; are

tidies the number. Los Angeles, one-twentieth the size^of 
London, had two more homicides ih - 1916 than London 
had for the same period; in 1917 she had IO more thanXon- 
don had.

The argument heard for so many years that crime is 
the product of liquor is somewhat weakened by the fact that 
the greatest crime wave that' America ever saw visited this 
country the first year of nationwide prohibition and is in­ 
creasing the second year. 
It is also worthy of notice that 
the British Islands, with their tens of thousands of grog 
?hop8, have a great many fewer-criminals than the United 
States. 
The argument of sociologists that poverty is the 
parent of crime is weakened by the fact that the greatest 
outburst of crime in our history is coincident with the great­ 
est era of prosperity in our history. 
. ; 
The common statement that our crime wave is due to 
the reflex of war tension is untenable. 
WTe were in the war 
only one-third as long as Great Britain and no crime wave 
is noticeable among the British. 
When we compare our 
criminal record with that of the British we are forced to 
the conclusion that our present saturnalia of crime is not 
due to liquor or poverty or war. 
We - apparently are a 
more lawless people *by nature. 
We cannot even plead 
that our criminals come from our foreign born population, 
for our police records show that our foreign born citizens

Here in the United 
States we pay very little attention to the laxity of courts 
and by ignoring the evil become largely responsible for 
its continuance!
